Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, it is recited that variable R 5 can be -N(R 4 )R 5 . However, this amounts to 
defining a variable in terms of itself. One option would be to create a new variable, e.g., 
R 6 , and recite that variable R 5 can be -N(R 4 )R 6 .
